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UNIVERSITY GENERAL SECRETARY. 


The increasing importance of the University Christian Associa- 
tion in Yale life is beginning to be realized not only by those who 
have taken a personal interest in it themselves, but also by those 
who have not. The growing moral earnestness of the undergrad- 
uate body has been largely due to the ideals constantly presented 
by the Association and the opportunity it affords for unselfish 
endeavor in some form of religious or philanthropic work. This 


influence is also deeply felt in New Haven and the surrounding 
towns. 


The grill and social rooms established in the old basement of 
Dwight Hall have greatly added to the scope and influence of the 
building. The Hall, as always, stands distinctly for religion, yet 
the new features are an agreeable reminder that religion and the 
social side of life do not necessarily have to be divorced. We are 
deeply indebted to those who made these improvements possible. 

The University reading room is now installed on the first 
floor, while the other rooms are used by the Glee Club, Dramatic 
and Debating Associations for rehearsals, as well as for the usual 
Bible classes, prayer meetings, etc. By these means all types of 
men are being attracted to the building. It can be truly said 
that to-day Dwight Hall is the social as well as religious center 
of academic life. 


The past year has been one of great significance in religious 
work. In the first place the Yale summer conference held at 
Lakeville, Conn., immediately after the close of the last college 
year, had a deeper effect on Yale life, perhaps, than any confer- — 
ence that had preceded it. We were forced to hold a separate 
conference owing to the fact that the Northfield conference had 
been held a week earlier than usual to convenience the other col- 
leges, most of whose commencement exercises came a week 
earlier than those at Yale. The fact that 214 graduates, under- 
graduates, and school boys preparing for Yale gathered for eight 
days at Lakeville, will give some indication of the interest and 
enthusiasm shown. Success was due in large measure to the 
untiring and faithful work of Prof. Henry B. Wright, whose 
personal effort and advice have become invaluable to, the work of 
the association in recent years. When one considers that out of 
every seven men in the academic department one has attended 
some of these annual summer gatherings, he begins to realize 
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what a tremendous force this modern Christian movement is ac- 
quiring in the university. The gradual change for the better, not 
only in the college life, but also in the character of the men en- 
tering from the preparatory schools, tells with no uncertain voice 
of the real advance that is being made. 


The special evangelistic meetings held in February under Rev. 
William J. Dawson and Mr. E. C. Mercer, of which a fuller ac- 
count is given on another page, have had a profound effect on the 
university at large. A wide general interest was aroused in both 
undergraduate departments. Though more interest was shown 
in the academic department, the most encouraging feature, per- 
haps, was the interest manifested in Sheff, where but a few years 
ago meetings of such a nature seemed impossible. A real and 
permanent change can be noticed in many lives, which fact, of 
course, must be the true gauge of the worth of such a move- 
ment. At the Lakeville conference some of the leaders of the 
work felt that a large number of students were never reached by 
the summer conferences, since they would not take the time or 
effort to attend. In view of this they thought it a good plan 
to try and bring some influence of this nature to the college. The 
meetings were so successful that the question is now whether or 
not this ought to be an annual occurrence. If such meetings 
could have the spiritual backing in the prayers and thoughts of 
Yale men, not only in college but the world over, as was the case 
last winter, little doubt would be left in our minds. ‘There can 
be litttle doubt but that the strength of Christianity since the days. 
of its founder has lain in some form of evangelism. The cut and 
dried artificial revivals tried in some places during modern times, 
however, has aroused a good deal of unnecessary opposition, and 
has tended to prejudice men against the higher forms of evan- 
gelism. : 

The graduate schools have been, as usual, the most difficult field 
in which to accomplish any telling work. The founding of a sep- 
arate association for the medical school is an indication of prog- 
ress, but taking the graduate schools as a whole, little advance in 
real religious work seems to have been made. The problem here 
as always is made difficult on account of the decentralization of 
the students in the different departments. 


The social significance of the external work in and near New 
Haven is assuming vast proportions. Some of this is more or 
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less superficial, as far as the community is concerned. However, 
the mere fact that approximately 170 men are regularly doing 
some kind of social or mission work, and thus educating them- 
selves in the problem of the slum and the poor, is a matter that 
assumes unlimited possibilities, when one considers what it may 
eventually mean. Many who in later years will be in impor- 
tant political positions or large employers of labor, are 
coming face to face in a sympathetic way with the problems of 
the poor. Would not such work, if carried on in all the col- 
leges, eventually be of great practical value in helping solve the 
social problems facing the country to-day? 


Yale Hall was given over entirely to work among boys at the 
beginning of the present year. The building had been originally 
used as a mission for men, and for a time accomplished some real 
good. The chief difficulty in work of such a nature was that 
students were not mature enough, and did not understand how to 
deal with the so-called “down and out” element. The building 
was then used more as a workingmen’s club, with religious meet- 
ings on Sunday nights. This did not seem to make enough re- 
turn to warrant the labor and expense involved. In view of the 
~reat success of the boys’ club which had been started in the base- 
ment of the hall, it was deemed wise to turn the building over 
entirelly to work for boys, for which college men are well adapted. 
_ During the past year there has been practically no religious sig- 
nificance to the work of the hall, but this will not be the case 
another year. Of course, religious work is more difficult, and 
it is a most delicate matter just how this should be introduced, 
especially since most of the population of the neighborhood con- 
sists of Roman Catholics or Jews. It is not proselytizing that 
_we wish to do, but those in charge feel that what human beings 
need most of all is some religious influence. Lack of room has 
been a great handicap, but it is hoped that before long larger quar- 
ters may be secured. 


The founding of the Yale Hope Mission, which is in charge 
of a convert of the McAuley Mission in New York, and run on 
very much the same lines, is the most important new undertak- 
ing of the year along the line of external work. The reason for 
its founding was twofold: The need in the city, and the conse- 
quent religious effect within the university. This mission differs 
from the old Yale Hall in that it is not owned and managed by 
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the assocation and has as its superintendent a man who gives his 
full time to the work and who is well fitted to guide and direct 
the efforts of the students who are interested. The influence of 
the mission has been remarkable in college and city considering 
the short time since its opening. 

In looking back over the work of the year one is, of course, 
never satisfied. Though most of the results are intangible, yet 
we have a deep conviction that. the Kingdom of God is a grow- 
ing reality in Yale life. The strategic importance of this col- 
lege work cannot be overestimated, as it is gradually making 
the university a nobler place in which to live, and at the same 
time is bringing an increasing number of educated young men 
into touch with the living power of Jesus Christ, and thus in- 
spiring thern to the life of love and service.

DR. DAWSON AND MR. MERCER AT YALE. 


Perhaps the most significant phase of the religious activities 
of the past year was the series of special evangelistic meetings 
held during the week, February 3 to 10, by Rev. William J. Daw- 
son, D. D., of London, and Mr. E. C. Mercer, assistant superin- 
tendent of the McAuley Water Street Mission in New York City. 
Many were led to a deeper consecration, while others decided to 
take up the Christian life for the first time, or sent in requests 
for prayer in response to an earnest presentation of the Christian 
life. The result of these meetings has not been a temporary one; 
a real and permanent change can be noticed in many lives. 

Dr. Dawson held the regular appointment as college preacher 
for the two Sundays, February 3 and 10. In addition to the reg- 
ular Sunday addresses in Byers and Dwight Halls, he held a series 
of forty-five minute evening talks which extended throughout the 
entire week, speaking simply and forcibly with striking sanity of 
thought. The most valuable and interesting feature was, per- 
haps, the after meeting, which averaged over a half hour in 
length, between one and two hundred remaining each evening. 
Dr. Dawson was especially apt at answering questions handed in 
on slips of paper. These slips were also used for requests for 
_ prayer or as declarations of the intention to enter the Christian 
life and service. The large attendance in both academic and 
scientific departments is an indication of the interest shown. A 
number of the faculty also assisted by their presence. 

Mr. Mercer was an able second to Dr. Dawson, addressing one 
of the main meetings in each department. Beside this, he spoke 
at about thirty different meetings in the dormitories and frater- 
nity houses, the attendance ranging anywhere from three to al- 
most fifty. It is estimated that he reached almost forty per cent. 
of the Scientific Department in this way. The story of his ruin 
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through drink, begun in the taking of the social glass at college, 
and ending as a disinherited outcast and tramp in New York; 
of his conversion at the McAuley Water Street Mission in New 
York City, and of his subsequent rescue work in the slums and 
prisons, produced a most profound and visible effect. 

Previous religious awakenings at Yale have centered in the 
reconciliation of science and religion, or on attacks against out- 
standing college sins. Both these elements played their part here, 
but the main emphasis was on Christian service.

During the past year, through the generosity of certain grad- 
uates and friends who were deeply interested in the work of 
Dwight Hall, the hitherto dark, unused basement of the building 
has been transformed at a cost of about $20,000, into a kitchen, a 
grill room, and a splendid social room, fitted up with pool and 
billiard tables. The object of this innovation was simply the 
furtherance of the policy of recent years of making Dwight Hall 
the center of the social as well as religious life of the university. 
Hitherto there has been no place on the campus where every stu- 
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dent could get a bite to eat or play a game of pool. Consequently 
the non-fraternity men especially were compelled to go to the 
cafes and pool rooms about the city to enjoy these privileges. 
What seemed a bold departure from tradition at first has now 
the approval of members of the faculty and students alike. A 
large number of men are kept closer to the campus, the college life 
being thus made more unified and democratic.

The walls of the social room have been made more attractive by 
the gifts of old prints, autograph letters, etc., from Mr. Stokes, 
Mr. Hotchkiss and Prof. Woolsey.

CHAIRMAN’S REPORT. 


The past year has marked the beginning of an entirely new 
kind of work at Yale Hall. Heretofore, except for a small boys’ 
club established some years ago, all efforts had been directed to- 
wards bettering the condition, religiously and economically, of 
workingmen in the poorer parts of the city. This year the ob- 
ject has been entirely to help boys. Such a change of purpose 
has transformed completely Yale Hall from a men’s club to a 
boys’ club. Those in charge adopted this new policy, because 
past experience and the gradual decrease of good results among 
the men seemed to prove that, barring exceptional cases, college 
men in general can exert much greater influence for good upon 
boys than they can upon older men. The results of one year 
have all served to bear out the truth of this belief, altho every- 
thing has necessarily .been undertaken more or less experi- 
mentally. 

The most enjoyable part of the whole year was the week spent 
just after college closed, with the boys at Tuxis Island. Here 
personal contact showed its wonderful influence amid ideal out- 
door surroundings, and the city boys absorbed a great deal of good 
that is difficult to estimate. Last summer forty-two boys at- 
tended and this season the number should double. 

About October first, Yale Hall opened under the headship of 
H. H. Atwater and R. L. Lovell. Over one hundred boys, 
largely those who had been members of the boys’ department last 
year, attended the first meeting and this number soon swelled to 
more than two hundred; but on account of the smallness of the 
building it was found advisable to limit the number to two hun- 
dred. Of this number, then, a club was formed, to which the 
boys were eligible without fee. Cards of membership were al- 
lotted each one, and these had to be presented each night for ad- 
mission to the hall. An average of one hundred attended for five 
nights of the week; the older boys used the top floor, the young- 
est the basement, and the intermediate-boys the main floor. This 
necessarily divided the work and showed clearly that a separate 
system must be worked out on each floor to obtain the best re- 
sults. 

H. H. Atwater took in hand the top floor, where the men’s 
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club had been the previous year. These rooms had been taste- 
fully fitted up with curtains, pictures and tables. Here the boys 
had opportunity to play checkers, pool, crochonole and other such 
games, and to read the papers and magazines. It soon worked 
out, however, that more or less noise made by those playing 
games, practically prevented any quiet reading, and throughout 
the year those in charge found no way to remedy this defect. We 
believe that a larger building alone can make a library possible, 
altho such a place for study and recreative reading should be one 
of the most important and enjoyable parts of the hall. 


R. L. Lovell had charge of the main floor. Here most of the 
boys were new and therefore somewhat unmanageable. The high 
ceiling took away any quiet, home-like atmosphere; a large, bare 
room being conducive to noise. Before Christmas, however, 
curtains. were secured for the windows, and the boys lost much 
of their unruliness. Here they played shuffle-board, ping-pong, 
checkers, cards and pool. By Christmas the work was well in 
hand, but owing to illness Mr. Lovell was obliged to give up his 
charge of the hall to A. Murray. This held back the work some- 
what and, coupled with the later forced resignation of H. H. At- 
water on the top floor, after Easter, made an unfortunate break 
in the initial year’s work. C. A. Metzger succeeded Mr. Atwater, 
and to him and A. Murray much credit is due for their help in a 
difficult situation. 


A group of very small boys from five to ten years of age, used 
the basement as a gymnasium. Here they could exercise, but the 
room is very small and lacks gymnasium apparatus. Yale Hall 
certainly needs a good gymnasium. Later in the year these 
smallest boys were displaced, since least good results seemed to 
come from them, and the other two floors were much over- 
crowded. Instead, then, of a place for small boys, the basement 
now became an overflow room for the top floor. This consti- 
tutes the year’s work at the Hall, so far as the individual floors 
were conducted. 


Apart from such work, however, there were general meetings 
held at various times. During the winter term the boys gave a 
very successful minstrel show in conjunction with the city Y. M. 
C. A. The total profits from the two nights’ performances were 
equally divided, and the share which fell to Yale Hall will en- 
able eighteen boys to go to Tuxis Island this summer by paying 
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either the whole or part of their expenses. Occasionally free en- 
tertainments have been given by magicians, readers and actors— 
all of which the boys have appreciated immensely. Regularly on 
Friday nights those in charge have used the main floor as a lec- 
ture room and have provided lecturers, or some other form of en- 
tertainment. General meetings also took place on Sundays and 
their object, attendance and success are contained in the report — 
following. Besides these general meetings the boys have fur- 
ther acted as a unit in football and baseball, in both of which 
sports they have shown the keenest interest and much ability. 
We believe that as much practical good has resulted from this 
branch of the Hall’s work as from any other. 


Every Friday night during the year has been reserved for en- 
‘tertainments. Occasionally the boys have had candy-pulls, but 
usually professors or students from the University have lectured. 
Each night about 125 boys attended these lectures, although lately 
the number has increased to nearly 200. We wish, in behalf of 
Yale Hall, to sincerely thank the following lecturers:

In all the work throughout the year no religion at all has been 
discussed, except rarely in personal cases. Whether or not such 
should be the case deserves the deepest consideration, but at least 
in this initial year, those in charge thought such a policy best, 
especially since the Catholic priests and the Jews threatened to 
keep many boys away otherwise. Instead of talks on Christian- 
ity purely, morality and success have been the subjects for each 
Sunday evening. Apparently the talks had good effect. The 
attendance stayed practically the same as in the case of the Fri- 
day evening lectures. The following speakers addressed these 
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meetings, and further on we give a few of their subjects as illus- 
trative of the general type:

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


The work of the Mission is almost entirely with the lost who 
have squandered all long ago and are for the most part dying on 
the streets or in the low groggeries of the city. They are in a 
condition when they come into the Mission that would be impos- 
sible to describe; no language can portray it. Such men must 
have care of all kinds; clothing, food, lodging and in many in- 
stances, medicine. In fact, it is work of the real, genuine res- 
cue mission type. If any one would doubt this, let him come 
down and take a look at the converts, few as they are, and listen 
to their testimonies. The hearing of these will leave no doubt as 
to the condition in which they were when they entered and of the 
great change wrought in them since Christ has done His work in 
their hearts. In some Christian movements they try to save nice 
sinners, well dressed sinners and sinners with good moral char- 
acters, but our main efforts are to help the down and out class. 
We go on the principle that the worst need salvation the most. 
Thank God, they cannot be too bad for Him. Our testimonies 
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are all clear, convincing and spiritual; they deal with present 
salvation. While the majority who visit the mission are of the 
lowest type, many students attend and several have been moved 
by the spirit of God to confess their sins and receive pardon. Only 
a few days ago a student could be seen kneeling between two 
men of the street, mingling his prayers with theirs, asking for 
mercy and pardon. Together they arose with faces beaming, 
telling of God’s wonderful power to save. Sin levels the rich 
and the poor, the fortunate and the less fortunate. 


Yale Hope Mission is still in its infancy, yet God has won- 
derfully blessed it. The meetings are well attended, averaging 
about fifty each night with a crowded hall Sunday evenings. Not 
an evening has passed without some one at least coming forward 
for prayer and a wonderful change can be noticed in many lives. 


The letter printed at the close of this report will give some 
idea of the kind of work we are doing. This came entirely un- 
solicited from one whom none of us remembered. 


The main feature of our service is now, as always will be, the 
testimonies of converts. Night after night, this sweetest music 
sounds in our ears; it never grows tiresome. We have had men 
who came to us drunkards, were converted, and are now doing 
well in the world. Many come to us for the sole purpose of ob- 
taining employment, but this we discourage, for most men who 
come to us are idle and for the most part drunkards. We believe 
that the Lord has a job for every saved man, as soon as He sees 
it is safe for him to have it. We believe the blessed old book, 
the Bible, and every promise in it. One of our sheet anchors is, 
“Seek ve first the Kingdom of God and His righteousness, and 
all these things will be added unto you.” We do not preach or 
meddle, we do not denounce, arraign or persecute, we do not in- 
sist that others shall think as we do. The Mission offers a ref- 
uge for the fallen. It helps those to rise who cannot rise in 
their own strength. To the broken heart we offer hope; to the 
wasted life encouragement; to moral death resurrection through 
Jesus Christ alone. We try to give love and tender ministration 
and hope to all. It is discouraging and at times heartbreaking 
from a human point of view, but we who work in the Mission 
have been saved ourselves out of the horrible pit. We, too, have 
drunk of the bitter stream, and can sympathize with those who 
come to us with consciences seared and hearts broken, destitute, 
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reputation and character gone, because we believe that the loving 
touch of Jesus will restore life and manhood. Few people come 
into the Mission for salvation; their needs drive them there. 
No one can deny that this work is trying. We cannot discrim- 
inate much. In fact, we don’t know whom to refuse, for those 
who from a human standpoint seem the most hopeless, often turn 
out to be the brightest cases. Do they fail? Yes, alas they do, 
and they rise again. It’s the same old story, weak humanity 
yielding to the mighty power of sin and then Jesus comes bring- — 
ing strength and manhood. In answer to many inquiries we wish 
to say of Yale Hope Mission, what is often+said of McAuley 
Mission, that it is not a university settlement, a labor bureau, 
or any of the new fangled plans to simply better the condition 
of the human race, but a real low down rescue work, and con- 
sequently the highest and greatest work in the world. The most 
degraded men and women are the most welcome to our doors, 
which stand open every night. If they are friendless we will be 
their friend, if hungry (as most all are) we feed them, if naked 
we clothe them, if without character, we lead them to One who 
makes character. We have nothing to offer here but Jesus the 
Crucified One. We believe in old time religion, the dear old 
gospel; salvation through the blood has never failed and never 
will.

SECRETARY SCRIP ORS: 


For the past fifteen years rescue mission work has been car- 
tied on in some form by the students of the university, but never 
in exactly the same way as at present in the Yale Hope Mission. 
It was felt by those who founded the mission that what the “down 
and out” class need most is the simple gospel of Christ, with the 
emphasis on His power to save. All our meetings are regular 


gospel meetings with the main feature testimony from the Chris- 
tians present. 


The Mission was most fortunate in securing Mr. Louis J. 
‘Bernhardt, a convert of the McAuley Water Street Mission, of 
New York City, to give his entire time to the building up of the 
-~work and to guiding the efforts of the students who should become 
interested. Having at one time been down himself, and having 
been raised up through faith in Christ, he is well fitted to help the 
‘men we try to reach. Since founding we have had close rela- 
tions with the McAuley Mission, a number of its converts hay- 
ing spoken at our meetings. 


The class of men we reach for the most part is a shifting one. 
New Haven seems to have a large floating population and each 
‘newcomer seems to find the whereabouts of the mission as soon 
as he arrives. Not an evening passes that strange faces do not 
appear. Not long ago one tramp was heard to say to another, 
as they met on the way to the building: “What! Have you found 
the Mission already ?” 

The Mission is situated at 55 Court street, just across the rail- 
road tracks from State street. Meetings will be held throughout 
the summer months if attendance warrants. — 

The students of the university are beginning to take a keen 
interest in the work, about thirty in all having helped so far. The 
chief difficulty is that they are too apt to give away money after 
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hearing some hard luck tale. This frequently does more harm 
than good. Those in charge earnestly request any desiring to 
help, either by personal effort or by gifts, to consult the superin- 
tendent or other officers before doing so. Those who wish to 
give for meals or lodging are asked to drop their contributions 
-in the contribution box at the mission. Meal or lodging tickets 
will be given out by the superintendent only. This system pro- 
vides what is needed, and at the same time is more apt to prevent 
the money from being used for unworthy purposes.

Eel vill he CONRERENCE: 


Last year the Northfield conference was held a week earlier 
than usual, which brought its beginning into the middle of the 
Yale commencement exercises. Inasmuch as this would have 
prevented the attendance of a large number of the undergrad- 
uates who were retained in New Haven for many different rea- 
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sons, and also that preparatory students would have been kept 
away by the Yale entrance examinations, it was decided to ar- 
range for a conference at the Hotchkiss School, Lakeville, Conn., 
under Yale auspices, to run from June 30th to July &th. 


A larger number of Yale men attended than had ever gathered 
for the annual summer conference at Northfield, the total regis- 
tration being 214, consisting of graduates, undergraduates and 
representatives from the preparatory schools who were preparing 
to enter Yale. 


The general division of each day was similar to that of the 
Northfield conference. ‘The first two hours of the daily program 
were occupied with Bible and Mission study. All the classes for 
undergraduates were on the group system, the leader of the small 
groups having met previously under a normal leader. These 
normal classes were led by Rev. A. J. Haynes, K. S. Latourette, 
06, E. D. Harey, ’07. | 

Mr. R. H. Edwards. 1901, instructed the leaders in methods of 
teaching, and also had charge of the organization of all the 
groups. Mr. W. D. Murray, ’80, led a class for preparatory stu- 
dents, while Dr. H. B. Wright led one for the graduates. From 
10:00 to 10:50 classes were held by Mr. R. S. Smith, 1903, for 
the discussion of Yale problems, and by Dr. H. B. Wright on 
summer missions. 


The platform meetings held every day at 11:00 a. m. and 8:00 
/p. m. were addressed by Mr. Robert E. Speer, Rev. Henry S. Cof- 
fin,.’97, Rev. W.. R.. Richards, D. D., 75; Rev. R. Wa Paccoum 
Rev. A. J. Brown, D. D., Sec. of the Presbyterian Board, Rev.

The afternoons were given over completely to athletics, con- 
sisting of tennis. baseball, canoeing and swimming, and were in 
charge of L. H. Biglow, 1908. 

Every evening, immediately after supper, an outdoor meeting on 
the hillside was addressed by a representative of one of the lead- 
ing professions, who showed the possibilities of the various lines 
of lifework from a Christian standpoint. These talks were given 
by Dr. Bovaird, of New York City, on “Medicine”; Rev. Hi 5: 
Coffin, 97, on “The Ministry” ; W. D. Murray, ’80, on “Law” ; W. 
T. Elsing, of New York City, on “City Missions”; Dr. H. B. 
Wright, ’98, on “Teaching”; W. J. Hail, ’06T., H. W. Luces 2: 
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Mrs. Lawrence Thurston, C. B. Gage, ’98, on “Foreign Missions,” 
Rey. A. J. Haynes, M. A., 1904, on “Public Service.” 

A patriotic celebration was held on the Fourth of July in which 
were many humorous as well as serious features. In the morn- 
ing an address was delivered by Rev. J. H. Twichell, ’59, on “Yale 
Men in the Civil War.” This was made up largely of personal 
reminiscences. It was peculiarly appropriate to the occasion and 
audience. In the evening the gathering was addressed by Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome of New York, Herbert Parsons, ’go, chair- 
man of the Republican county committee for Manhattan, and 
Hamilton Holt of the “Independent.’’ The rest of the evening 
Was given over to good-natured horseplay, bonfires, serpentine 
dance, etc. 


The Hotchkiss School was thrown wide open by its officers to 
the delegates, to whom every possible courtesy and hospitality 
were shown. No charge was made by them for the use of its 
buildings and grounds. 


The general management of the conference fell upon Henry B. 
Wright, so much of whose time and energy during the past ten 
years has been devoted to religious effort in Yale. It is due very 
largely to him that a religious movement, perhaps the most sig- 
nificant and successful one in many ways that Yale has ever seen, 
was conceived and executed. L. W. Gorham, ’06, had charge of 
the finances 6f the conference. All expenses were met, $500 sent 
to the Intercollegiate Christian Association in session at North- 
field, and a fair balance left in the treasury.

PRESIDENTS REPORT. 


The small group Bible study classes scattered throughout the 
college in the Dwight Hall work during the’ past year, have 
brought about the most marked results. By means of these more 
men than ever before have been led to study the Bible. The fact 
that nearly half the members of the sophomore class have at one 
time or another been in one of these groups is an indication of the 
possibilities of this system. Much of this success has been due to 
the adoption of a plan whereby the group leaders meet in a nor- 
mal class led by some experienced teacher, who organizes the 
groups for each class and meets each week with the leaders, in- 
structing them in the lesson they are to teach to their respective 
groups. ‘These normal classes have been led by Kk. S. Latourette, 
06, J. H.. Twichell, ‘06, and E. D. Harvey, ‘07, to whom much 
of the success of the plan is due. 

The attendance at the large Wednesday evening Bible classes 
has had a slight increase under the efficient leadership of Prof. 
Williston Walker, Prof. E. B. Reed, Prof. H. B. Wright, Mr. G. 
D; Castor and Mr. E. D. Harvey. I take this. opportunity of 
thanking these leaders for their faithful service. 

One of the most important features of the year’s work was 
the series of meetings in February addressed by Rev. W. J. Daw- 
son and Mr. E. C. Mercer. The fact that there was an average 
attendance of 350 men per night for eight nights will give an 
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idea of the eagerness of the men to learn more about the truths © 
of the Bible and the life of the Master. Each evening after the 
regular meetings were over, a large number of students remained 
to ask questions. The moral uplift that came to the college 
through these meetings was wholesome and lasting. 

Missionary interest in college continues to grow. Fifty-three 


have been enrolled in mission study classes, conducted by Prof. 
Harlan P. Beach, Rev. E. S. Hume, Mr. V. W. Helm, Mr. W. W. 
Borden and Mr. H. L. Malcolm. The undergraduate volunteer 
band, which is composed of those students preparing to enter the 
mission field, has increased to fifteen. 

Through the efforts of Mr. J. H. Twichell and Mr. D. H. 
Leavens a new boys’ club has been started in connection with the 
Goffe street branch of the Y. M. C. A. Though the number of 
boys attending is as yet small, the club ought to some day fill a 
big need in that community. 

The influence of the Yale summer conference:at Lakeville has 
been real and abiding. Those who attended have been the main- 
stay of the Dwight Hall work during the year. While the re- 
sults of such a conference are rather intangible, yet there is no 
question but that its influence has aided materially in raising and 
maintaining the moral tone of the college. 

The most encouraging feature, besides this high moral atmos- 
phere pervading the college, has been the consecration of so many 
men actively engaged in Christian work. In leading Bible classes 
or groups, mission study classes, teaching in the Sunday schools 
or working in boys’ clubs, a spirit of singleness of heart has been 
manifested. I cannot make a report of this nature without grate- 
fully referring to the inspiration, encouragement and enlighten- 
ment which Prof. Henry B. Wright has so untiringly given 
through his freshman Bible class and his personal influence in the 
college. : : 

As the work passes out of my hands, I feel a deep regret that 
so few have decided to devote their whole time to purely Christian 
activities. At the same time I am confident that uppermost in the 
minds of the big-hearted men is the desire of meeting the great 
needs of humanity, either as lawyers, business men, doctors, or 
workers in other fields of life. We have gained some success, 
but after all this is trivial compared with the opportunity. We 
trust that something has been accomplished, and believe that 
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greater things will be accomplished towards establishing the Mas- 
ters Kingdom in Yale. 

I wish to thank all the men who have served so faithfully as 
chairmen and members of the various committees.

The Bible study work of the past year consisted of the regular 
weekly Bible classes, and small informal group classes. The for- 
mer have been conducted by professors of the University, with 
the exception of the 1907 class, which was led by a member of 
that class. 

The group system has been developed to a greater extent this 
year than ever before. By means of these small group classes 
men are led to study the Bible who never come to Dwight Hall. 
The reason for this great increase in attendance has been that the 
leaders for each class have met each week in a normal class taught 
by an experienced leader who goes over the lesson to be taught 
by these leaders during that same week. In this way Bible study 
has been better organized than ever before and far more efficiently 
taught. The possibilities of this new plan are enormous, as will 
be shown by the averages for the present sophomore class shown 
below :

FOREIGN MISSIONS COMMITTEE. 


The work of this committee was begun on October 14 with an 
-address by Rev. A. J. Brown, secretary of the Presbyterian Board 
-of Foreign Missions. About 100 men were present. Soon after 
this address the mission study classes were begun in the four 
-academic classes. 

The freshmen under the leadership of H. C. Malcolm, 1907, had 
an average attendance of four during the winter term. The 
-course studied was “Effective Workers in Needy Fields.” 
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Eleven men have regularly attended the sophomore group. They 
have studied with W. W. Borden, 1909, as leader. “An Introduc- 
tion to the Study of Foreign Missions,” and “Dawn on the Hills 


of T’ang.”’ Mr. Sweet of China and Mr. K’ung have spoken at 
their meetings. 


Mr. V. W. Helm, the associate secretary of the International 
Y. M. C. A. for Japan, conducted a lecture course on Japan for 
the junior class until called away from New Haven. No text 
book was used. The group consisted of eleven men who, at Mr. 
Helm’s departure, united with the senior class. 

The seniors were very fortunate in having Prof. Harlan P. 
Beach as teacher for a few weeks before he left for China. Mr. 
Beach lectured on the Chinese religions, customs and institutions. 
Later on in the year, Mr. R. S. Hume took up the course and fol- 
lowed out the same line of teaching in regard to India. The class 
had an average attendance of twelve. 

The Volunteer Band is led by Clarence Chaney, 1907, and has 
a membership of fifteen. Most of these men have visited neigh- 
boring churches in the interest of the missionary movement. 

Addresses on missions were made during the year by Dr. A. 
feorown, Prot iH. Po Beach,. Prof..E..B. Reed,-Mr. G.>B.. Pal- 
mer, of Shanghai, and Mr. V. W. Helm, of Tokyo. In February 
a union meeting under the auspices of the Yale Volunteer Band 
was held in Dwight Hall. Three members of the band made an 
appeal for men to enter foreign missionary service as a life work. 

In these various ways the University has shown an active mis- 
sionary interest during the past year.

BETHANY MISSION REPORT. 


The average attendance at Bethany Mission this year was 129,. 
showing an increase of eight children per Sunday. The largest 
attendance was 169, and on five Sundays only did it fall below 
125. An average of twenty-one teachers has been maintained 
and thirty-two men not regular teachers have at different times 
_acted as substitutes. The seating capacity has often been taxed 
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to its utmost and in two cases classes were so large that they had 
‘to be divided. The largest collection for the year was $3.04, 
showing an average of $1.96 per Sunday. The library, under the 
very efficient librarian, has been active this year giving out an 
average of twenty-nine books each Sunday. 


Last June at Momauguin the annual picnic was given the chil- 
‘dren and parents. The baseball game and launch rides proved to 
be popular sources of recreation. We have aimed this year to 
make more of these social times where the teachers can meet the 
families and believe that in that way we can look for some of our 
best results. 

The Christmas entertainment with its tree and Santa Claus was 
as great an attraction as ever. K. B. Welles, 1908, had charge of 
the children’s end of the entertainment and he brought out some 
surprisingly good talent. Music by a quartette of students was 
also enjoyed. C. W. Seymour, 1907, made a very breezy Santa 
Claus and caused as much merriment to the older children as 
amazement to the younger ones. 

Following out our policy of broadening the social life of the 
mission we started a series of monthly entertainments, three of 
which were given this last year. The children and their parents 
look forward to these informal evenings and enjoy the readings 
and musical numbers that student talent supplies. 

It was felt this year that extensive repairs on the building were 
necessary, so a circular letter was sent to many of the alumni 
who had beén teachers at the mission when in college. Checks 
varying in amount from $2 to $26 came in, and a total fund of 
‘$193, was thus raised, enabling us to repair the furnace and the 
gutters on the roof, paint the building and leave enough for the 
new administration to put in gas, lay new matting and do other 
small repairs that are needed. This ready response on the part 
-of men who have been connected with the mission is a factor we 
‘can always count on and shows how keenly they appreciate the 
good a teacher derives from Bethany attendant on his earnest 
effort. 

The monthly teachers’ meetings, found so helpful last year, 
were continued this year, and let me say here a word of appre- 
ciation for the excellent team work that has accompanied our 
‘efforts. This I believe is the secret of what success we have had 
‘during the year.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The general appearance of the library has been improved by 
clearing the shelves of the piles of popular magazines which have 
been accumulating for several years. These have been given to 
the New Haven poor farm. The “Association Records,” etc., 
have been assorted and tied in bundles. 


Other less obvious improvements have demanded much atten- 
tion. First, a revision of the card-catalogue of the Missionary Al-

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Pursuing the custom of predecessors, the ‘Berkeley opened its 
year by giving members of the Episcopal church of the freshman 
class a reception at Dwight Hall on the second Friday evening 
of the fall term. | 


Every Friday at 6:40 p. m., the evening service has been con- 
ducted by a member of the Association, usually with a short ad- 
dress. This year, undergraduates, graduates, members of the 
faculty of the college, visitors from theological schools, mission- 
aries, and the clergy of New Haven have addressed these Fri- 
day evening devotions. 


That the Berkeley sermons were preached to crowded churches 
is due to the interest of the Rev. Dr. Morgan of Christ church 
(where the sermons were preached) and to the preachers them- 
selves. They were Dean George Hodges on Oct. 7; Dr. Endi- 
cott Peabody, on Nov. 11; Bishop Potter on Nov. 25, 1906; 
Bishop Hall on Jan. 1; Rev. Secretary Stokes, on March 3, 1907. 


The weekly mid-day half hour Lenten services were unusually 
succesful, averaging about forty in attendance. They were held 
in Dwight Hall on Tuesdays at 1:15 p. m. and were severally ad- 
dressed by Dr. Wright, Rev. Mr. Burgess, Professor Phelps, 
Bishop Brewster and President Hadley. 


Corporate communion, upon which the association is laying 
greater stress year by year, has been celebrated in Christ church 
on the third Sunday of each month. | 


The treasurer has received $137.44 and disbursed $133.92. This. 
income was drawn from the offerings at the sermons, and from 
class subscriptions conducted by Messrs. Fitzgerald, Peters, 
Throop and Otis. 
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The Berkeley has served the city churches by supplying a num- 
ber of men as teachers, lay readers and choir members. Lay- 
reading has been done in St. James’ church, Westville, by M. H. 
Throop, 1907; in St. John’s church, New Haven, by J. H. Fitz- 
gerald; and in Christ church, East Haven. 

The Berkeley was represented by its president and secretary 

_at the College Students’ Missionary society (of which the Berke-

The Berkeley continues to work harmoniously with 
the Yale Christian Association, neither suffering from, nor caus- 
ing, duplication of effort.

ht oLDEN TS REPORT, 


Viewed as a whole the Y. M. C. A. work in Sheff during the 
past year has been more encouraging than that of last year. The 
advances that have been made are due largely to the experience 
and advice which we received from the preceding executive com- 
mittee, and also to the chairmen of the various committees ap- 
pointed by last year’s officers to carry on the different branches 
of the association’s work. 

The attendance at the Sunday noon service which is the only 
religious meeting held in Sheff. on Sundays, has been larger than 
ever, but there is still a big chance for improvement. A minor 
detail has been introduced into the order of service this year by 
having a solo, either vocal or instrumental, by one of the stu- 
dents in the university. This has served to make the meetings 
more formal and more impressive. As has been the custom in 
the past the chapel speaker has usually addressed the meetings. 
Thus Sheff. men are permitted to hear good preachers of every 
denomination, whom otherwise they would not, since very few 
Sheff. men attend Sunday chapel. 

The senior Bible class was very fortunate in having Prof. H. 
B. Wright, ’98, as its leader. We cannot be too thankful or ap- 
preciative for the good work he has done for us. The freshman 
Bible class has met regularly throughout the year under the lead- 
ership of Mr. J. W. Roe, ’95 S., who has made the course in- 
teresting and instructive. The officers of the association thought 
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it advisable to have two such capable men direct the above men- 
tioned classes rather than pursue the group study system with 
student leaders who of necessity could not grasp the subjects as 
well. The group system has been followed, however, in the jun- 
ior class. Here the normal class for leaders of small groups has 
been efficiently led by K. S. Latourette, ’06. The attendance at 
these meetings has been regular but not large. 


The extension movement for the Yale college in China has ac- 
complished about three times as much as last year. In this. 
branch of the association work it is especially difficult to get Sheff. 
men interested, and the credit for the advancement that has been 
made in this direction rests largely with the chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

The number of boys at Yale Hall has increased greatly since 
last year, and it has been found difficult to get enough men to 
take care of the boys every evening. Sheff. has not been as ac- 
tive in supplying men, I am sorry to say, as we had hoped and 
this has made it especially hard for the committee in charge. From 
the Sheff. standpoint this is perhaps the only branch of the as- 
sociation work that we have not been able to cope with properly. 


The event which stirred Sheff. most in religious lines was the — 
coming of Dr. Wm. J. Dawson of London, and Mr. E. C. Mer- 
cer, of the McAuley Water Street Mission in New York City. 
Their presence and especially in the interest aroused during the 
week by Dr. Dawson’s three addresses in Byers Hall and Mr. 
Mercer’s informal talks at the different club houses and dormi- 
tories throughout the Scientific school, produced a deep impres- 
sion upon the men who heard them. ‘The effect of their visit is 
still seen and will no doubt be lasting. Several fellows have 
changed their way of living as a result of these talks, and many 
men have been anxious to have more meetings of the same char- 
acter, besides showing their interest in the association work in 
other ways. It was the best thing that could have happened to 
Sheff. and another week next year such as we experienced last 
February ought to mark an epoch in the further development of 
our work. 


Next year we shall be very fortunae in having the 
general secretary again filling his present position. _ The 
other officers for next year have all shown a warm interest 
in the association work during the past, and under their direction 
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there ought to be a greater increase of enthusiasm throughout the 
school in Byers Hall work. 


For more detailed information regarding the association work 
the reader is referred to the separate reports of committees which 
follow. I wish to express to all the committeemen and officers of 
the association my appreciation of the services rendered. It has 
been through their co-operation that the association has been able 
to attain the results mentioned in this report.

Bible study in Sheff. has followed the work of last year with 
very few changes. The freshman class has been studying “The 
Life of Christ” under the leadership of J. W. Roe, with an aver- 
age attendance of twelve. The juniors were divided into a num- 
ber of small groups, reading the New Testament with men from 
their own number as leaders. These leaders met each week in 
a normal class taught by K. S. Latourette, 1906, who went over 
the lesson to be taught to the various groups. By this plan the 
groups were more effectively taught than before. 


The seniors met in small groups until after Christmas vacation 
when they were fortunately able to secure Prof. Henry B. Wright 
to conduct a large class. This was very successful and the men 
have become deeply interested. Portions of the New Testament 
were read and discussed. The difficulty of class groups is the 
lack of ability in the average undergraduate to conduct them. 

If the groups are to be a success the normal classes must be 
continued on an enlarged scale.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


The difficulties that prevent the accomplishment of any strictly 
departmental work along the line of organized Christian activity 
have been as real this year as in preceding ones. The Graduate 
school, in its very nature, lacks the unity of life and community 
of interests which are predominating features of the other de- 
partments and which make possible the important results they 
are achieving. 


No record is obtainable of the work done by individuals of 
the Graduate School, as such. Under the auspices of the de- 
partment association the activity has been of a three-fold charac- 
ter—treligious, social and financial. 


The first consisted in the formation and maintenance of a Bible 
study class. The group plan, adopted last year but without 
the measure of success hoped for, was abandoned and a return 
made to a general class open to all interested. We were fortu- 
nate in securing as leader, Mr. R. G. Clapp of the Divinity school. 
The life of Christ was studied from a constructive standpoint, 
following Kent and Castor’s “Outlines.” The total registration 
of the class has béen about fifteen with an average attendance of 
probably less than half that number. 

The usual informal reception to members of the Graduate, Mu- 
sic, Art and Forestry Schools was given in Dwight Hall on Wed- 
nesday evening, November 7th, about eighty men accepting the 
invitation. The committee in charge consisted of Messrs. C. E. 
Moore, T. H. Broggs, H. H. Conover, W. R. Cowles, K. 5S. 
Latourette, B. Moore, H. T. Moore, G. E. Nichols, D. L. Ran- 
dall, R. Seita and C. P. Wilber. The address of the evening was 
given by President Hadley. The president of the association 
welcomed the new men of the graduate schools to Yale, and ex- 
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versity Christian activities.
